HOOVER ON 
CHARACTER 
OF EXPORTS 


Report Reveals Process 
of Returning World Trade 
Normalcy 


BY THOMAS F. FORD 

Secretary Hoover's report of the 
operations of the Department of 
Commerce for the fiscal year of 
1921-22 is a very interesting and 
illuminating document. 

It shows that there has been «a 
slight shift in the character of our 
exports to the baiance of the world 
in that 65 per cent of those ex- 
ports is of agricultural produce 
while manufactures, which for a 
time had assumed the ascendancy. 
again dropped back to but 45 per 
cent of the whole. And this too, 
in face of the fact that cotton, of 
which product we exported 8,725,- 
000 bales in 1913 has dropped to 
6,541,000 bales in 1922. 

d&mother interesting fact which 
the report develops is that of our 
vast exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts and raw materials, 75 per 
cent go to Europe and about 25 per 
cent to the reat of the world, which 
still leaves Europe, in spite of her 
depleted buying power, ovr best 
customer for this class of products. 
On the other hand the report shows 
that of ovr manufactured products 
exported but a scant 26 per cent 
find a market in Eurepe while the 
rest of the world absorbs the re- 
maining 74 per cent. In this con- 
nection it might be pertinent to 
note that of our total production 
of agricultural products and raw 
materials 11 per cent goes to Eu- 
rope while we export to them but 
1 per cent of our tetal manufac-
